A prove in the economic value of a port to a community is not difficult to 


the citizens of many cities to accept port development and commercial pros- 
perity as being compatible with well ordered living and cultural development. 

The ten years since World War II have seen a whole new era of port develop- 
ment. Many old ports are groaning under the impact of present tonnages; small 
ports have become larger; and new ports are coming into being where none 
existed before. All variety of problems are arising as a result of accelerated world 


shipping. The physical properties of a 
port can be stated as simply the prolifera- 
tion of the classic “quay, channel, and ton 
of freight,” but the relationship of ports 
to their communities, the obligations of 
communities to their ports, and the re- 
sults of quickly constructed or rehabili- 
tated port complexes in terms of com- 
munity life and area and national eco- 
nomic development are questions which 
remain. 

A community which is gradually, or 
suddenly, faced with the realization that 
modern economic developments make am- 
plification of its port facilities necessary, 
must also be faced with—and should un 
equivocably face up to—the question of 
the nlace of the port in the community. 

The current acceleration of waterfront 
facility construction in large numbers of 
United States and Canadian ports, as well 
as in other commercial centers all over the 
world, is both essential and yet far short 
of being enough to insure flourishing 
trade, economic prosperity, or cultural 
leadership. The vast program of port de- 
velopment during the past decade involves 
principally large expenditures for new 
deepwater shipping facilities, deeper and 
more navigable channels, and, presum- 
ably, the means for moving more tons of 
freight across the quays. 

This post-World War II port develop- 
ment is pretty generally acclaimed as 
progress. Progress it is, but not always of 


the most definitive sort from a long-range 
community point of view. For, unfortu- 
nately, these new facilities are all too of 
ten being designed and built by various 
public and private agencies, spurred on by 
traders and the marine industries, on the 
basis of fulfilling their own important but 
still sometimes limited interest objectives. 

Usually after an intensive public rela- 
tions campaign, waterfront interests are 
aided by energetic community leaders, 
plus the passive, hesitant acceptance by 
the citizen voters of the principle that 
“what is good for the port is good for the 
city.” In a general sense this is true. 
Still, there is too often a fundamental 
lack. It is this lack that should give con- 
cern to thoughtful civic leaders, shippers, 
traders, and the marine community gen- 
erally. 

Though doing something is almost al- 
ways better than doing nothing, doing 
something under a broad-range plan is 
always better than doing something piece- 
meal. Broad-range port development and 
full utilization of all the assets adjacent 
to a bay or harbor can lead to a maximum 
benefit far beyond what may be gained by 
a piecemeal approach, and still cost no 
more, either in the interim or at the end

It should be axiomatic that what is 
achieved today will stimulate commerce 
not only for today, but will also be a part 
of the economic chain reaction for even 
greater potential when the next step is 
taken. 

This does not mean that port develop- 
ment is simply a step-by-step process of 
| carrying out a static plan for long-range 
accomplishment. Quite the contrary 

Rather, long-range planning means dy- 
namic growth through a_ scheme of 
achievement goals which themselves are 
fluid and susceptible to change with the 
ever-evolving trends of commerce and 

ociety itself. 

The total complex factors referred to 
are those which will determine the final 
value of the port to the prosperity and 
cultural growth of the city, and the con- 
tribution that the city can make on a 
mutual advantage basis to the hinterland 
which it serves on both the land and the 
sea side. 

Practically all of the present day ac- 
celerated port development and water- 
front facility programming is being ap-

In general, with some 
notable exceptions, private interests by 
necessity, and public interests by custom, 
continue to look at port development as a 
omewhat isolated phase of the commu- 
nity’s general prosperity and cultural 
welfare. 

Too many civic clubs and well-wishers, 
who have little or no contact with the 
marine interests and too little understand- 
ing of an area’s requirements for economic 
virility, are perfectly willing to isolate 
the problem, rather than to recognize the 
need to coordinate port planning and de- 
velopment with the entire immediate hin- 
terland area problem, the immediate busi- 
commercial and cultural growth of 
the community itself, and, of course, the 
land of all waterfront property in 
such fashion as to contribute most to the 
economic welfare of the community as a 
whole. 

Whatever planning is done tends to be 
isolated planning. This isolated planning 
is not real planning at all, except in the 
most restricted sense. At best, it simply 
recognizes that port facilities must be ad- 
jacent to some natural or created deep- 
water channel, that there must be a turn- 
ing basin, that there must be some kind 
of access to the port area, and that the 
facilities provided must be sufficiently well 
designed to provide for some kind of ac- 
ceptable turnaround efficiency. 

Too often, the general assumption 
that the waterfront will be unsightly, that 
it will be somewhat blighted in comparison 
to other parts of the city, and that it will 
either be unsafe at night or a rendezvous 
for socially unacceptable or borderline en- 
tertainment. None of these things are 
necessarily so, except as community think- 
ing and public policy encourages them to

His story of a 
mall Welsh community is told by four of 
the characters from their various stand 
points He is brilliant, penetrating, dia 
mond-hard without being charitable—and 
above all, he is readable The title of 
The Ides of August (World Publishing Co 
$4.74) is based on a belief prevalent in Mal 
orea that “in August everyone in Mallorca 
goes mad.’ Whether that is or is not so 
(this writer happens to have visited the 
island in August without persorma! loss of 
sanity) William Converse Haygood has 
written a highly entertaining novel about 
an American community in Puerto Alegre 
He is a born writer of fiction, possessing 
as he does a nice sense of humor, a feeling 
for local color, and an ability to handle a
